* * * This office action is in response to Applicant's Amendment filed December 31,2008. 
Claims 1,3-12 are pending. Claim 2 was canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1,3-12 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Applicant's amendment filed December 31, 2008 and convincing remarks thereof have 

overcome the rejections in the last office action. The references of record including Nakatani 
(2005/0051899), Oku (5,812,364), Shimizu (EP-1310998), Itoh (2002/0180453), etc., alone or in 
combination, do not fairly anticipatively disclose each and every aspect of the claimed 
semiconductor device and method thereof, or fairly make a prima facie obvious case of the 
semiconductor device and method as claimed.
